The cake 
is said to contain millions of dri- 
ed iicrms. 

It is thrown into a barrel of 
pure water and tnrns it a milk 
white. Seeds of grain and grass- 
es are wasiied with this water 
and when planted are said to pro- 
duce wonderful results, even on 
what is regarded as exhausted 
soil. The land is really treated 
to an inoculation and cured ut 
its disease of barrenness. Have 
your farm vaccinated and get 
rich from the big erops yon will 
raise.
